Omaha University’s tele-lec- 
turing idea breezed through one 
of its toughest tests this week. 

OU’s Eppley Conference Cen- 
ter served as the’ hub for the 
nationwide network.

The National Tele-lecture Con- 
ference was an attempt to prove 
that the telephone can help solve 
education’s problem of lopsided 
professor-student ratios. 

“I think it was a tremendous 
domonstration of the potential 
in using the tele-lecture as a 
teaching device. It is a tremen- 
dous tool that really hasn’t been 
explored yet,” President lilo 
Bail said,

weeks, it always gets out.”

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OU Students Pay 60% 
Of Total Tuition Cost 


“Omaha University students pay a larger share of their 
total cost than do students in other universities,” a brochure 
published at OU shows. 

University records reveal OU’s income is derived 60 per 
cent from’ student tuition. On the national average tuition 
covers only 20 per cent of universities’ incomes. 

At the University of Nebraska only 15 per cent of NU’s 
income is derived from student tuition. 

Omaha taxpayers, contribute 36 per cent of OU’s income 
via a two-mill levy on property. Four per cent of Omaha U’s 
income comes from miscellaneous sources. 


During the past eight years OU enrollment has in-. 


creased on an average of 700 per year (15 per cent); tuition 
has averaged an increase of 125 thousand dollars per year 
(20 per cent). 

During the same period, the average increase in tax in- 
come has been 17 thousand per year (two per cent)——-which 
covers the salaries of two associate professors. 

“OU is not tax supported,” President Milo Bail said, 
“it is is only tax assisted. "
